ALBERTA’S DECLINE 
LESS THAN AVERAGE 


The effect of the depression in 
Alberta, in so far as it can be meas- 
ured statistically, was no ‘worse 
than in other parts of Canada, Fig- 
ures quoted in the Elliott-Walker 
survey of the province's fiscal prob- 
lems show that for the whole of 
Canada the national wealth shrank 
from %31,275,814,000 in 1929 to #25,- 
768,236,000 in 19338, a reduction of 
17.60 per cent. During the same per- 
jod the wealth of Alberta shrank 
from $2,427,957,000 to %2,035,576,000, 
a reduction of 16.16 per cent. 


The total agricultural wealth of 
Canada fell from %7,939,477,000 in 
1929 to %5,563,790,000 in 1933, a re- 
duction of 29.92 per cent. The com- 
parative decrease in Alberta was 
from 1,098,356,000 in 1929 to $873,- 
115,000 in 1933, a reduction of 20.50 
per cent. 


In 1929 Alberta’s total wealth was 
7.76 per cent of the national wealth 
of all Canada. In 1983, owing to the 
somewhat smaller shrinkage of val- 
ues in Alberta, her share of the na- 
tional wealth had risen to 7.90 per 
cent.

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Equitability In Debt Adjustment 


With governments, boards of adjudication and arbitration and organ-| 
izations innumerable all imbued with different ideas on the subject, the pro- | 
cess of deflating the accumulated indebtedness of farmers in the prairie! 
provinces, generally referred to as debt adjustment, is an exceedingly com-| 
plicated problem. 

It is not rendered any the less so because the problem is being déalt 
with by a multiplicity of tribunals with varying degrees of authority and 
some with none at all, and in view of the fact that the human element is 
a very important factor in straightening out the tangied affairs of the» 
debtors on a reasonable basis and at the same time to the satisfaction of 
both parties to amended contracts. 

The large number of debors involved, the wide variations in the nature 
and terms of the agreements from which some easement is sought, the | 
great spread in circumstances and conditions under which the debtors have | 
been and still are operating, the wide range in the capacity and ability of | 
the land to produce, as well as other factors, conspire to prevent the plac-| 
ing of debt adjustment on a mathematically scientific basis and for this | 
reason, decisions of tribunals and new agreements made on a voluntary | 
basis may not always appear on the face of them, to be equitable when 
compared with other decrees and other agreements. 

Where voluntary adjustments are made by mutual consent of debtor 
and creditor, either directly or through the mediation of a board, the ques- 
tion of equitability is not an important consideration. So long as the two 
parties involved can reach a decision satisfactory to both, the terms are of 
no concern to any other person. ee 

But where the terms of a new agreement are imposed on debtor and 
creditor by a tribunal armed with enforcement authority, the question 
assumes a different complexion. Under such circumstances, while as stated 
at the outset, agreements cannot be made to comply with any rigid mathe- 
matical formulae for the reasons sets forth, every effort should be made to 
establish fundamental principles and policies which will ensure the nearest 
possible approximation to equitabiity. 

Some, perhaps all of the boards operating in the three provinces have 
already enunciated principles trending in this direction to which they are 
prepared to adhere as closely as circumstances permit. They have an- 
nounced that the chief objective of their decisions is to keep the farmer on} 
the land and enable him to carry on. From this it follows that new con- 
tracts authorized must comprise terms within the capacity and ability of 
the farmer-debtor to comply. At the same time they must be fair and | 
reasonable from the creditors’ viewpoint, if for no othér reason, for the sake | 
of availability of future credit. . 

The Federal Board of Review in Saskatchewan, however, has gone even 
further than enunciating the general principles outlinéd above. In a recent | 
announcement the board declared that after the tetal amount of real estate | 
mortgage indebtedness to be repaid has been determined, new agreements) 
will cover @ ten year period, providing for repayment of principal sums in 
ascending scale*the agreement to bear a maximum interest rate of six per 
cent. with provision for suspension of jpayment in years of crop failure. 
Fairly specific policies, with reservation for variation under special circum- 
stances, were also announced with respect to other forms of indebtedness. 

Whether or not the precise terms Outlined meet general approval, the 
effort to provide for some measure of unifomity of general debt adjustment 
provisions is a step in the right direction and should similar policies be 
adopted by the boards in the provinces of Alberta and Manitoba, as is in- 
timated they are likely to do, a further step forward in the direction of 
equitability will have been made. 

Recently the United Farmers of Canada suggested that some provision 
should be made for appeal from decisions of the Boards of Review but if 
the general princip'es and policies which have been promulgated, at least by 
the Board in Saskatchewan, are followed as closely as varying circum- 
stances permit, it is reasonable to assume that requests for the right of 
appeal will presently dissolve. 

If a generally satisfactory degree of equitability can be made effective 
in decrees of the respective boards and if debtor and creditor will approach 
negotiations under voluntary mediation in a spirit of reasonableness. much 
of the difficulty of debt adjustment will automatically be dissipated and 


what is now a complicated problem will be materially simplified and costs 
of the undertaking much reduced.

Has Made Last Attempt 


Hugh Ruttledge Gives Up Wea Of 
Scaling Mount Everest 

Hugh Ruttledge, leader of the 1936 
Mount Everest expedition, which 
was beaten by bad weather, says he 
has made his last attempt to scale 
the world’s highest peak. 

In future he will live in a yacht 
with Brixham, Devon, as his. base, 
and will be satisfied with climbing 
smaller mountains.

Interested In Education 
Response Of Canadian Indians Has 
Greatly Helped Work 

Marked progress has been made in 
Canada in recent years in the exten- 
sion’ and improvement of facilities 
for the education. and vocational 
training of the Dominion’s Indian 
population. New school buildings, 
modern in every respect, are replac- 
ing old structures, and better quali- 
fiéd teachers and instructors are 
being attracted to thé Indian schools. 
The response of the Indians to the 
efforts to advance them to a position 
of independence and self-support has 
been a major factor in the success 
of the work. 

In nearly every year since the in- 
auguration of day and residential | 
schools among the Indians increases | 
have been recorded both in the num- 


centage of attendance. Twelve years 
ago the total enrolment was 13,872. | 
Enrolments now total 18,000 Indian 
children, of which ‘8,900 are in resi- 
dential schools. There are 79 resi-| 
dential schodls, 270 day schools, and 
10 combined Indian and, white schools , 
in operation throughout the Domin-| 
ion under the supervision of the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs. 

In Indian schools the provincial | 


curricula are followed, with special | 
emphasis on _ language, reading, 
domestic science, manual training, 


and agriculture. For the older pupils, 
half a day is spent in the class room, 
and the remainder of the time is de- 
voted to vocational training. There} 
are farm lands in connection with 
each residential school, and a mem- 
ber of the staff is a competent 
farmer. Under his guidance the 
older boys carry out the farming 
operations and by this means acquire 
a practical knowledge of farming 
and animal husbandry. The girls re- 
ceive training in sewing, dressmak- 
ing, Cooking, bread-making, and 
other household duties. 


Race Of Supermen 


Revolution In Methods Of Growing 
Foodstuffs To Help Mankind 

A revolution in the methods of 
growing foodstuffs to bring about a| 
race of supermen and women was} 
forecast by Dr. E. F. Armstrong, 
president of the Association of Bri- 
tish Chemical Manufacturers, in ad- 
dressing the American Chemical 
Society at Pittsburg. 

The distinguished English chemist 
same time criticized the} 
United States new deal for what he 
called its ‘‘neglect of scientific prin- | 
ciples” in devoting more attention to| 
the farmer because of “his political | 
influence as a voter” than to the land | 
itself. . 

The new science of food, he de- 
clared, may raise the mental levels 
of the human race and even ejimi- 
nate the idiot, whose mental defect | 
may be due only to the absence of a 
tiny amount of iodine in his diet. 

“Food is the first of all the weap- 
ons of preventive medicine and it 
must be the function of the agricul- | 
turist in the near future to grow 
complete foods and not mere mar- 
ket produce,” Dr. Armstrong de- 
clared. ‘Life is so complex that we 
have forgotten how entirely food is 
its foundation and mainstay.” 

One big problem today, he added, 
is to discover “what chemical sub- 
stances in food, if any, can give in- 
telligence, courage and alertness to 
the inhabitants of a city. “Can we 
feed to produce nervous strength 
and mental agility” in the same way 
we have learned to eat vitamins to 
prevent scurvy, pallagra, rickets and 
other diseases, he asked.

The triangie, really an irregular 
pentagon, was placed on the map be- 
tween 1857 and 1860 by Captain John 
Palliser, explorer working under in- 
struction of the British Colonial 
Office. The base of the triangle ex-| 
tends along the international bourid- 
ary from Turtle Mountain, about 60 
miles east .of the Manitoba-Saskat- 
chewan boundary, to the foot of the 
Rockies. From the Rockies it ex- 
tends north-northwest to Old Bow 
Fort, about 50 miles west of Calgary, | 
north-northeast to a point near Olds, 
Alta., due east to a point a little 
south of Saskatoon and from there 
southeast to Turtle Mountain. | 

Its climate is characterized by low| 
rainfall, its natural vegetation by 
short prairie grass. 

Purchase from the Hudson's Bay 
Company of the whole territory now 
included in Manitoba, Saskatchewan | 
and Alberta launched an experiment 
in 1870 of settling an agricultural 
population in an area of about 2,000,- 
000 square miles, which formerly had 
supported a roving Indian popula- 
tion and the fur trade with a little 
subsidiary agriculture. 

The census of 1856, last before 
purchase of the territory by Canada, 
showed that huge area supporting a) 
population of 6,691 persons, other 
than Indians, and cultivation of less; 
than 9,000 acres of land. The Indian 
population, living. ...off<.-the.. wild 
prairies, was less than 50,000. 

The buffalo roamed the country 
then in huge herds, migrating across 
the plains to new pastures when the 
grass in one area failed. The buffalo; 
and wild fowl fed the fur traders. 
The grass that fed the buffalo was 
wiry and tough, long in districts of 
comparatively plentiful rainfall, 
short in the arid country where it 
was liable to wither in extra dry 
summers. , 

In 1856 the country supported one 
person to every 36 square miles, in- 
cluding Indians. The 1931 census, 
the last from which complete figures 
are available, showed a population of 
2,354,000, more than one person per 
square mile. Last year the popula- 
tion cultivated 39,497,160 acres of 
prairie land compared with the 9,000 
or less in 1856. The crops, lacking 
an outside market in 1856, were 
valued at $244,642,600 last year. The 
greatest value was $702,538,000 in 
1927, a year when the average wheat 
price was 98 cents a bushel. 

That year, by no means the best 
for dwellers in Palliser’'s Triangle, 
the typical farmer of the drought 
area’s -worst section raised 17.3 
bushels of wheat per acre and earn- 
ed a return on his farm of $16.78 
per acre. His best average wheat 
crop was in 1928 when he grew 25.8 
bushels, earning $19.87 per acre. His 
best earning year was 1917, when he 
grew 12.5 bushels per acre, and made 
$24.37 on a wartime price of $1.95 a 
bushel. 

In 1934, the last year for which 
such figures are available, the farmer 
in-the severe drought area raised an 
average of two bushels of wheat per | 
acre, sold it for 59 cents and counted | 
his earnings for 
$1.18 an acre. 

That was the sixth successive year 
of drought and soil drifting which 
the Dominion and Provincial Depart- | 
ment of agriculture are seeking to 
combat by scientific farming, plant- 
ing trees to check the speed of the 
soil-drifting ground winds and _ pre- 
serving moisture to keep heat-threat- 
ened crops fresh during the 
ing season.

An engine run by sun-power, and 
described as likely to enter the rete

gave world power experts a startling

Distinguished delegates to the 
third world power conferénce crowd- 
ed into a little open-air laboratory 
behind the Smithsonian Institution 
to examine the first practical ‘sun 
motor,” designed to convert solar 
heat into cheap energy. 

Dr. C. G. Abbot, the institution's 
secretary, who designed the engine 
after 20 years of research, told his 
guests such machines might some 
day trep'ace the earths dwindling oil 
and coal supply. 

A minor accident kept the dele- 
gates from seeing his invention in 
actual operation, although earlier it 
had driven a chugging litt'e steam 
engine before a battery of moving 
cameras, 

The inventor explained the genera- 
was all done with 
mirrors. The heart of the sun motor 
was three curved metal reflectors, 
clamped in a_nine-foot rectangular 
frame. They focussed the sun’s rays 
on three pencil-thin glass tubes, con- 
taining a dark fluid with a high boil- 
ing point. 

When the concentrated glare had 
liquid to 400 degrees - 
Fahrenheit it flowed through insulat- 
ed copper tubes to a boiler, which in 
turn drove a one-half horsepower

Mines Laboratories Basy 


Heavy Recipts Of Of Gold Ore For Test- 
ing Are Reported 
Reflecting the steady and wide- 
improvement in mining 
| throughout Canada, the Mines Branch 
Laboratory of the Canadian Depart- 
ment of Mines reports that receipts 
of gold ore for testing during the 
first half of the year exceeded those 
of any like period in past years. In 
thé. majority of cases the ‘ores are 
from the many gold properties 
throughout Canada that are entering 
or néaring production. Full advant- 
age is being taken by operators of 
the modernly equipped ore dressing 
and metallurgical laboratories of the 
Department of Mines, where the ores 
are being tested mainly to determine 
suitable mill treatment processes for 

the several enterprises. 

Three research projects relating to 
the treatment of gold ores are under- 
way. One is on refractory gold ores 
such as those that occur in the 
Bridge River area, British Colum- 
bia. The second is an investigation 
to determine the relationship of the 
mineralization and genesis of the

Man Returns To Prison But Cannot, Distinguished Visitor Climbs Peak To 


Be Admitted 


Authorities of Blackpool, that 
Lancashire resort by the Irish Sea, 
are baffled by the case of George 
Santus, a motor mechanic. Santus 
paid his own fare to complete a three 
months’ jail sentence. But prison 
authorities won't let him in. 

Santus pleaded guilty at Black- 
pool to a charge of loitering with 
criminal intent.

But as 
there was no commitment, he could 
not be admitted. He offered himself 
at two police stations. The police 
also declined to have him. 

Now Blackpool's clerks and mag- 
istrates are. wondering what to do. 
The clerk explained that although 
the bail and sureties arrived a day 
late he had no course but to accept 
them. .He also doubts whether he 
has powers to issue another com- 
mitment.

Mine Relics In Museum 


Rescue Exhibits Are Now On Dis- 

play In Halifax 

Moose River mine rescue exhibits 
are now housed in the Provincial 
Museum at Halifax, where tourists 
stream in and out to hear the story 
which held the interest of the con- 
tinent in April. 

Curator Harry Piers secured the 
collection from the Nova Scotia de- 
partment of public works and mines, 
Each exhibit is carefully carded ex- 
plaining the object and the use to 
which it was put at the caved-in 
gold mine. 

The display consists of the eléc- 
tric “fountain pen” flashlight sent 
down the communication tube to the 
three men who were trapped on the 
141-foot level for a week, a section 
of the tube through which they talk- 
ed with the surface and a piece of 
the one and a half inch slate core 
taken out of the diamond drill bore- 
hole. 

A monument to the heroic Draeger- 
mien who saved two of the men, Dr. 
D. E. Robertson and Alfred Scadding 
of Toronto, has been erected of 
native quartz rock at the mine, 60 
miles from Halifax. The third en- 
trapped man, Herman Magill, died 
before rescuers could reach him.

Two Western Boys Get Free Scholar- 
ships In McGill 

The coveted award of two free 
scholarships in McGill University, 
offered every year by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to apprentices and 
other male employees under 21 years 
of age, enrolled on the permanent 
staff of the company, and to minor 
sons of employees, was announced in 
Montreal by D. C. Coleman, senior 
vice-president of the railway. 

George Stewart, Assiniboia high 
school, son of Thomas Stewart, loco- 
motive engineer, Assiniboia, Sask., 
and Howard Campell, western Can- 
ada high school, son of Nelson H.

The 
scholarships are gyenewed from year 
to year to cover the period, not ex- 
ceeding five years, if at the close of 
each session the holders are entitled 
to full standing in the next higher 
year.

Chinese Lady Scientist 


Distinguished Woman Doctor 
Taking Long Research Tour 
China's official delegate to the in- 
ternational congress for microbiology, 
a distinguished interesting woman, 
Dr. S. M. Tao, the technical director 


of the preparation of vaccines and) 


sera at the national health admini- 
stration’s laboratories in Reiping, was 
interviewed in London. 

Dr. Tao is the granddaughter of a 
former governor of two Chinese 
provinces, and is said to be an ex- 
cellent administrator. A scholarship 
took her from a college in Nanking 
to the United States, where she spent 
six years and was awarded two fel- 
lowships. She had two years at the 
Michigan University’s medical school 
and two years at the Johns Hopkins 
University school for hygiene. Then 
for two years she held the post of 
senior bacteriologist in the Univers- 
ity of. Michigan. When she _ went 
back to China she was appointed 
professor of bacteriology and para- 
sitology at the Women’s Medical 
College in Shanghai. 

After two years there she was ap- 
pointed to her present position. Now 
she has set out on a tour of investi- 
gation that will take her to many 
research ‘centres in Europe, Canada, 
the United States, and Japan, before 
she returns to China in the spring. 

Dr. Tao explained that the institu- 
tion in Peiping, where the vaccines 
are prepared today is the outcome of 
the bubonic plague epidemic in the 
early part of the century, when the 
national epidemic bureau was set up 
to make the vaccines and sera need- 
ed to cope with the trouble. Now, as 
part of the national health admini- 
stration, which has its headquarters 
in Nanking, it does the work com- 
mon to such laboratories in other 
countries. She could mention no dis- 
ease that was peculiar to China. 


Collected Rare Alpine Plants 


Naturalists Return To Victoria After 
3,000-Mile Trip 

After collecting 20,000 rare Alpine 
plants, Ed. and Joe Lohbrunner, Vic- 
toria naturalists, came back to civil- 
ization after a 3,000-mile trip on the 
fringe of the Arctic. 

“It's difficult to say what a rare 


is," Joe Lohbrunner, said. 
“Where we were these plants are 
plentiful but they are rare down 
here.” 


On the Ogilvie range on the border 
of Alaska and the Yukon Territory, 
the Lohbrunners waded through 
Rhododendrons--millions of them as 
far as the eye could see.

Question Is Settled 


Scientists Come To Conclusion Anlt- 
mals Have No Souls 

Scientists working with delicate 
apparatus in a Kensington labora- 
tory have settled a question that has 
caused endless controversy in every 
part of the world:— 

Have animals souls? 

Do our pets survive after death? 

Dr. Nandor Fodor, an internation- 
ally-known psychical research ex- 
pert, asked Mr. B. J. Hopper, M. 8&c., 
one of the most brilliant of British 
physicists, to begin experiments that 
would answer the question. 

Now, after experimenting on mice, 
birds, frogs and cockroaches, both 
scientists issue this statement: 

There is no: evidence that animals 
have souls or any existence after 
death. 

Argument on the subject suddenly 
increased when Dr. R. A. Watters, 
director of the Dr. William Bern- 
hard Johnston Foundation 
Psychological Research at _ Reno, 
Nevada, startled the world with his 
claim two years ago: 

That he had photographed “souls” 
leaving the bodies of animals killed 
in a specially-constructed chamber. 

His photographs, he said, showed 
the shadowy ‘souls’ of animals 
which resembled the physical bodies 
in shape. 

Dr. Nandor Fodor started experi- 
ments at the International Institute 
for Physical Research, Kensington. 

“The results,’ Dr. Nandor Fodor 
told the Sunday Chronicle recently, 
“were disappointing. We were un- 
able, despite the most thorough ex- 
amination, to confirm the American 
claims which had been hailed by 
Spiritualists as proof of the exist- 
ence of survival.
